UNDERSTANDING ‘THE GREATEST 
HUMANITARIAN CRISIS OF OUR TIME’

BEIRUT— A 3-year-old boy washes ashore on 
a Turkish beach. Seventy-one migrants suffo- 
cate in a truck in Austria. Daily scenes of cha- 
os unfold in European cities as governments 
try to halt a human tide heading north. There 
seems to be no letup to the horrors triggered 
by Syria’s civil war. 

The images have sparked an international 
uproar over the human cost of the crisis and 
spurred calls for serious action to end the 
country’s long-running war. 

Here’s a look at the conflict and what com- 
pels Syrians to attempt the treacherous jour- 
ney to Europe. 


Syria’s brutal conflict, now in its fifth year, has 
touched off the greatest humanitarian crisis 
of our time, according to UN. officials. The 
organization estimates that around 250,000 


people have been killed and more than one 
million wounded since March 2011. About half 
the country’s prewar population of 23 million 
has been displaced, including more than 4 mil- 
lion who have fled Syria. Tactics such as encir- 
cling populated areas have caused untold cases 
of starvation, malnutrition and chronic illness. 
The UN. refugee agency says Syria is the lead- 
ing source of refugees, pushing Afghanistan— 
which had held that status for more than 30 
years — down to second place. A U.N. report 
released Thursday said more than 2,000 Syr- 
ian refugees have drowned in desperate efforts 
to reach safety in Europe since 2011. 


Barrel bombs, chemical weapons attacks, be- 
headings and starvation—to name just a few. 
Most of the refugees are driven by an overrid- 
ing need to escape what has essentially become 
hell on earth, caught between Syrian President 


Bashar Assad’s ruthless war machine and the 
Islamic State group’s brutality. Many Syrians 
say most unbearable are the barrel bombs 
dropped daily on opposition-held areas by Syr- 
ian army helicopters. The makeshift, shrapnel- 
packed explosive devices known by Syrians as 
“death barrels” pulverize entire neighborhoods 
once they hit the ground. They have killed 
tens of thousands of people over the past four 
years, according to human rights organiza- 
tions. Islamic State militants have also been 
responsible for the exodus out of Syria. 


For many Syrians, a perilous journey to Eu- 
rope with an uncertain future is better than 
certain death in Syria. Many say their overrid- 
ing goal is to secure a better future for their 
children. Some of Syria’s neighbors, which 
initially took in hundreds of thousands of 
refugees, say they can no longer afford to host 
them. Some have closed their borders while 
others are enforcing restrictions that increas- 
ingly make it difficult for them to stay or find 
work. Gulf countries are not taking refugees, 


and countries like Iraq and Lebanon are un- 
stable, making the idea of life in Europe more 
appealing. Some European countries have 
committed to taking in Syrian refugees; Ire- 
land, for example, will accept 520 Syrian refu- 
gees, Poland will welcome 150 Syrian Chris- 
tian refugees, according to the AP. According 
to the Los Angeles Times, Britain has said it 
would take in 20,000 Syrian refugees by the 
end of the current Parliament’s term in 2020. 


Only an end to the war in Syria will stop the 
flow of refugees. The haunting images of 
drowning migrants have sparked a public 
outcry and calls for world leaders not only 
to change their attitude toward refugees but 
to deal with the root cause of the crisis. But 
the war is unlikely to end anytime soon unless 
countries that sponsor either side of the Syr- 
ian divide come together and convince their 
partners of the need to agree on a power-shar- 
ing agreement. Other measures such as safe 
zones inside Syria may help stem the exodus, 
but will not end it.

Riot Fest lawsuit: The who, 
what, where, when, why

The show will go on. 

A federal lawsuit was dropped Tuesday 
that could have blocked Riot Fest from hold- 
ing its three-day concert in Douglas Park. 

With the concert days away, there’s no 
need to cancel your plans, music fans. 

So, what happened? 


Who: St. Anthony Hospital is located on 
19th Street directly across from Douglas 
Park. Riot Fest plans to set up stages at the 
southern half of Douglas Park in close prox- 
imity to the hospital. St. Anthony Hospital 
sued Riot Fest. 


When: Riot Fest announced its move from 
Humboldt Park to Douglas Park in May. 
On Friday, St. Anthony Hospital filed the 
lawsuit against Riot Fest. At a court appear- 
ance on Tuesday, both sides announced they 
reached a settlement. The fest will go on as 
scheduled for Sept. 11-13. 


Where: Riot Fest is now set for Douglas 
Park after getting shown the door by Ald. 
Roberto Maldonado (26th) and some Hum- 
boldt Park residents who were upset over 
how long it took for the park to get restored 
after last year’s festival. Riot Fest will be 
held in the area from Ogden Avenue south 
to r9th Street, and Albany Avenue east to 
California Avenue. 


Why: The lawsuit said that the hospital 
raised concerns over anticipated noise 
levels, disruption, hospital access and 
congestion, but that those concerns were 
disregarded after seeing a festival map in 
August. The hospital got its lawyers involved 
and Riot Fest changed its layout. Anew 
map shows the main entrance at Ogden and 
Sacramento Avenues with a side entrance at 
18th Street and the stages facing away from 
the hospital. The suit said the change did 
not resolve the disruption Riot Fest would 
cause the hospital. Riot Fest claimed St. 
Anthony’s threatened them with the lawsuit 
unless they paid the hospital $158,000. The 
hospital denied the allegation and said Riot 
Fest broke noise abatement promises. 


What happened: Both sides reached a 
settlement to the lawsuit that allows Riot 
Fest to stay in Douglas Park for the weekend 
as planned. In a joint statement, they said, 
“Unfortunately, passions ran high on both 
sides and motivations were questioned. 
Both sides regret their aggressive state- 
ments.” They agreed on compromises 
including the restoration of parking on 19th 
Street in front of the hospital, the erection 
of pedestrian barricades on the west side of 
California Avenue, sound monitoring within 
the hospital and the option to close traffic 
if pedestrian and car congestion make it 
hard for emergency vehicles to access the

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WHO ARE CHICAGO’S BOAT PEOPLE?

nthe summer, Lake Shore Drive serves as the longest velvet rope in all of 


Chicago. Just on the other side of the frequently gridlocked pavement exists 


a side of the city that anyone can see but only a lucky few can access. * You 


must have noticed them out there—yachters, sailors, Jet Skiers and powerboaters. 


But in a city with a summer that barely lasts 12 weeks, who are these boat people, 


and what drives their culture? 


“T lived in Chicago for seven years before I ever 
went out on boats, and it was a completely dif- 
ferent city out there,” said Jonathan Levine, a 
33-year-old Lakeview resident. “On land in the 
city, I can go find a bar somewhere ... but I’m 
standing in lines, I’m paying ridiculous amounts 
for drinks and everybody’s real close together. 
“When you go out on the water, you can 
spread out and relax or you can tie up with 
other boats and it ends up being a huge boat 


party. Everybody’s just taking it to their limit. 
You get both ends of the spectrum.” 

Kadmiel Christmas, a 41-year-old resident 
of New East Side, said that where you land on 
the spectrum all depends on where you go. 
His boat, Plan B, is docked at Burnham Har- 
bor, which tends to be more family oriented. 
On any weekend afternoon, he said, you'll find 
people grilling and playing bags while their 
floatie-wearing kids splash around in the water.

Plan B resides in Dock R, which Christmas 
described as a community. Other boats along 
the dock are his “neighbors,” as if they’re all 
houses on the same street. The guy across the 
way is “sort of the leader”; another a few boats 
down is the resident mechanic, who has any 
tool you could need. 

Aside from family and friends, Christmas 
regularly brings clients onto the boat, which 
they find more interesting than being wined 
and dined on land. 

“It’s kind of like going golfing with a client,” 
he said. “I’m hoping to close deals on the boat.” 

But on the flip side of all this sensible, PG- 
rated fun exists another side of Chicago’s boat 
scene. Bring up the “Playpen,” the no-wake 
area just south of Oak Street Beach, and almost 
any boater will give a knowing little smirk. 

Calm water and a perfect view of the John 
Hancock-centric skyline make the Playpen 
the ideal spot to drop anchor and tie up with 
other boats. 


“You're having drinks, pretty much just 
anything out there,” Levine said. “You'd kind 
of be out there doing whatever you want. 
You're playing games, playing drinking games, 
playing in the water. You can go boat-hopping, 
so when you tie up you can go on other boats 
and meet people.” 

For Levine, some of those people included 
Blackhawks players, shortly after they won 
the Stanley Cup in 2013. 

“The next thing you know, having beers 
and doing shots and celebrating with all those 
guys,” he said. “It was crazy.” 

Christmas said part of this culture includes 
recruiting on the part of boat owners. 

“{Owners} go out the night before, pass 
out the cards, say, ‘Meet me at such and such 
dock,’ ” Christmas said. “Because everyone 
wants to get on a boat. So people go out and 
find cute girls who want to party, and they 
have a DJ, and a bunch of boats come togeth- 
er and have a big party.”

near Ohio Street Beach in an area cal 
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Dave Drapalik was initially a sailor because 
he loves the water, but about four years ago, 
the 55-year-old Lincoln Park resident said, 
he bought a powerboat because it’s easier 
to entertain people out on the water. Now 
it’s something social that he shares with his 
24-year-old daughter, Lauren, and his 38-year- 
old fiancé, Marsha Carlson. 

Just as Christmas described his family-ori- 
ented dock as a community, these three said 
that tying up with other boats in the Playpen 
creates a similar common bond between peo- 
ple out on the water. 

“Everyone’s just there to have a good time 
and hang out with whoever’s there,” Lauren 
Drapalik said. “The short season, too, makes 
people enjoy it more because they can’t really 
enjoy the weather in Chicago very often, so 
when they can, they make the most of it. Be- 
ing on the lake is just the most gorgeous place 
ever in the summer.” 

Everyone admits that if things are going to 
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get out of hand, it’s most likely going to hap- 
pen at the Chicago Scene Boat Party, a mas- 
sive gathering in the Playpen that takes place 
each July. Carlson joked that there are plenty of 
skimpy bikinis, and the most memorable sight 
for Levine was a guy dressed up as Wonder 
Woman giving a show on a boat’s stripper pole. 

From partying to getting the best view of 
the city, it seems like everyone has a reason 
to want to get on a boat. Levine said that he 
would typically wake up to 20 texts on a week- 
end from friends hoping to be invited out. 

“You could be somebody that most people 
didn’t care to be around when you're on land, 
ina bar, in Chicago, but if you’re a boat owner, 
it’s status,” he said. “People’s perception of 
you changes.” 

So after getting a peek into Chicago’s boat 
culture, for some, maybe the question isn’t, 
“Who are these people?”, but instead, “How 
do I get on the other side of that velvet rope?”

“BJ., you’re on the same side with the sail,” 
the first teammate reminds him. 

Given the challenging weather conditions, 
it’s a feat that would be impressive enough 
if it were a person with full vision doing the 
work, a luxury neither Scheppe nor Blahnik 
enjoys. 

“T have retinitis pigmentosa, so I’ve lost 
peripheral vision,” said Scheppe, a 35-year- 
old freelance web developer from Naples, 
Fla. “It’s kind of like looking through a 
straw.” 

Blahnik also has retinitis pigmentosa. 

“T have little spots that I can see through, 
not just the peripheral or tunnel,” said the 
36-year-old from Sheboygan, Wis. “I can see 
the shape of the boat because I’m right with- 
ina few feet, but once I look outside past the 
boat, I don’t see anything out there.” 

Scheppe and Blahnik are teammates 
competing in this year’s Blind World Fleet 
Racing Championship, along with their 
sighted teammates Matt Wierzbach and Ja- 
son Berdyck. The competition, hosted by 
the Chicago Yacht Club at Belmont Harbor, 
features 14 teams from as far away as New 
Zealand competing for no money, simply 
bragging rights. Teams are composed of four 
sailors, two of whom are sighted but have 
limited roles. 

“We've got the tactician on board [who 
has vision} to help give instructions,” 
Scheppe said. 

Throughout Tuesday’s brief sail, the four 
teammates are in constant communication, 
making it important for the team, which 
started sailing together less than a month 
ago, to get along well. 

“Tt’s really important for us to have a good 
working relationship, to trust each other, to 
practice and get the communications down 
so we know what the other one is doing at 
what time and we work together to sail the 
boat our best,” Scheppe said. 

Because Scheppe and Blahnik have se- 
verely impaired sight, they must rely on 
their other senses to help them succeed on 
the water. Windy days are better than non- 
windy days. 
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“Because we do everything by feel, when 
there’s that intense pressure behind the sails 
and the wind coming across your shoulder, 
we use those senses to navigate where we 
need to go,” Blahnik said. “On these windier 
days, I think it’s easier to sail because there’s 
a constant pressure. When there’s no wind 
or very little wind, it’s more challenging.” 

Scheppe and Blahnik connected last year 
at a competition in Sheboygan. Until that 
point, Blahnik had never been sailing him- 
self, while Scheppe had more than two de- 
cades on the water under his belt. 

“T just fell in love with [sailing],” Blahnik 
said. 

To prepare for this week’s races, Scheppe 
has been staying at Blahnik’s home in She- 
boygan so the two can get into a routine on 
the water. But while the two sailors have 
been getting along with each other, Mother 
Nature hasn’t been as kind. 

“He was staying at my house for a month, 
but we weren't out there because we kept on 
getting affected by weather,” Blahnik said. 
“We've probably sailed together a dozen, 
15 times. When we're out there [Tuesday], it 
was much more polished than we were the 
very first time.” 

“Before that we were on our own,” 
Scheppe said. 

So what’s it like setting sail on a body of 
water like Lake Michigan when you've got 
severe vision problems? 

“The nice thing is it’s wide open, so I don’t 
have to hit anything on shore,” Blahnik said, 
laughing. 

“The lake here, it can get choppy, but 
sailing anywhere is pretty much the same,” 
Scheppe said. “You don’t see the shoreline 
on one body of water, you don’t see it on an- 
other body of water.”

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Lakeview residents fear impact 
of proposed sober living facility

Posted on a bench next to a swing set in the 
idyllic Southport Corridor of Lakeview was 
a sign that read, “If Rosecrance’s proposal 
goes through, you may have a HEROIN 
ADDICT sitting here.” 

Other bright pink signs scattered where 
children play in Juniper Park near the cor- 
ridor warned that someone with a “criminal 
record/mental disorder” could be wandering 
around the park. 

Rockford-based Rosecrance wishes to 
open a sober housing facility for 20 to 30 
young adults at Ashland and Waveland av- 
enues, just blocks from where the signs 
were found in recent weeks. Lakeview Ac- 
tion Committee and other riled residents 
have publicly opposed such an operation 
in their neighborhood for varying reasons, 
with about 1,000 people sign- 
ing the committee’s online peti- 
tion. Rosecrance faces the zon- 
ing board on Oct. 16 for a special 
permit. 

“{The signs} do not reflect our 
point of view, our position, our 
feelings, our 
thing,” Bridget Lohrius, a spokes- 
woman for Lakeview Action 
Committee, told RedEye in an 
interview last week. 

In addition, the committee in an Aug. 26 
Facebook post disavowed the signs, calling 
them “idiotic and beyond ignorant.” 

But in the about 200 “reasons for signing” 
responses written by supposed neighbors 
who signed the committee’s petition, several 
people make assertions in agreement with 
the stigmatizing signs. 

“Juniper Park is very close and this is 
where my kids play,” wrote petitioner Jason 
R. Blumberg, CEO of Chicago-based En- 
ergy Foundry. 

Petitioner Karin Prangley is a local attor- 
ney and manages wealth at a private bank. 
She wrote, “The terror that I’m currently 
feeling at imagining walking my children to 
the park and having us witness a substance 
abuse relapse ... is immense.” 

Neither Blumberg nor Prangley respond- 
ed to RedEye’s request for comment. 

But it’s difficult to discern who’s an active 
member on the committee and who merely 
signed and commented on the petition. 
Numerous requests for a list of committee 
members were not granted. 

Lohrius told RedEye that the committee 
is made up of only three “board members, 


sentiment—any- 


I guess you could say.” But on its website, it 
boasts having “money and manpower,” link- 
ing to an Aug. 3 DNAinfo article that says 
it had generated more than $12,000 for its 
cause. 

Distancing the group from the discrimi- 
natory displays, Lohrius told RedEye that 
the committee opposes Rosecrance based 
not on its mission of recovery but on its in- 
ability to demonstrate preparedness to run a 
sober house in an urban setting. 

“We ask really basic questions [like], ‘How 
are you going to manage the smoking on the 
roof?’ which might feel like an insignificant 
issue to some, but to those people who live 
within five feet of that rooftop, it is an issue,” 
Lohrius said. “How are they going to guaran- 
tee the safety of the people in the facility?” 

To placate Lakeview residents, Rose- 
crance’s director of communica- 
tions Judy Emerson told RedEye, 
“We are seeking community input 
from every direction. We’re [also] 
holding 10 community listening 
sessions,” which begin this week 
and will run until October. 

Longtime Lakeview resident 
Keely Eisenhauer, 34, lives with 
her son and daughter just blocks 
away from the proposed facility. 
Her son, 5, attends grade school 


nearby. 

“I pray more facilities like this open every- 
where,” she said. 

When asked how she felt about her neigh- 
bors, Eisenhauer said, “I feel like the Lakev- 
iew Action Committee members want the 


convenience of the city without the actual 
diversity, at least on their block.” 

“T grew up in a Lakeview that accepted all 
types of people. It was once referred to as 
New Town because of its diversity.” 

If Rosecrance fails to convince its neigh- 
bors that its plan of operation will keep the 
neighborhood safe and communal, young 
people seeking a safe space to rebuild their 
lives may have to do it in somebody else’s 
backyard.

First Chicago Museum Week joins a 
dozen area museums

For the first time, Chicago museums this fall will band together 
to offer discounts, special programming and more in a promo- 
tion they are calling Chicago Museum Week. 

The Oct. 1-7 event, scheduled to be formally announced 
Wednesday, will play out across a dozen city institutions, from 
the Museum of Science and Industry to the south to Lincoln 
Park Zoo to the north to the National Museum of Puerto Rican 
Arts and Culture to the west. 

“We've seen the way that rallying around a common theme 
can help, like fashion week or restaurant week. Why not do mu- 
seum week?” asked Gary Johnson, president of Museums in the 
Park, the umbrella organization that came up with the idea. 

So the 11 Museums in the Park members, which all are on 
Chicago Park District land, plus Lincoln Park Zoo, are offering 
specials ranging from backstage tours to admission and mem- 
bership discounts. 

Johnson, who also heads one of the participants, the Chicago 
History Museum, said museums are traditionally fairly inde- 
pendent, but the Museums in the Park association gives Chi- 
cago a leg up in getting a promotion like this going. 

“Something we take for granted is that Chicago really is a mu- 
seum city. It’s one of [its] distinguishing features,” Johnson said. 

Offers include Lincoln Park Zoo, which is free, offering 10 
percent off on memberships; the Art Institute offering $10 off 
on memberships and free museum orientation tours; and the 
DuSable Museum of African American History offering two- 
for-one tickets and 10 percent off in its store. Full details at chi- 
cagomuseumweek.com. 

The idea was hatched in the Museums in the Park’s mar- 
keting and communications committee, said David Deyhle, a 
member of that committee and Chicago History Museum’s vice 
president of external relations. 

Taking it from idea to reality happened in less than a year, he 
said, a quick turnaround in the world of museums. 

Other participating institutions are Adler Planetarium, The 
Field Museum, MCA Chicago, National Museum of Mexican 
Art, The Peggy Notebaert Nature Museum and Shedd Aquar- 
ium. 


The Field Museum is 
looking to raise its basic 
admission fees from 

$13 to $17 for Chicago 
adults and up a buck to 
$9 for Chicago children 
ages 3 to 11 and to $11 for 
Chicago students and 
seniors. Children under 3 
would still get in for free. 

The fee for non-resi- 
dents could increase by 
$2 to $20 for adults, $15 
for children ages 3-11, 
and $17 for seniors or 
students. 

Basic admission does 
not include ticketed ex- 
hibitions or 3D movies. 

The museum will ask 
the Chicago Park District 
for permission to raise 
prices at the district's 
Wednesday meeting. 
The museum sits on park 
property. If approved, the 
increase would take ef- 
fect Jan. 1, 2016. 

According to a Park 
District document, ad- 
mission fees comprise 21 
percent of the museum's 
operating expenses. 

The increase would 
help offset maintenance 
and personnel cost in- 
creases, according to the 
document. 

“The building is over 
100 years old and has 
continued maintenance 
issues,” the document 
says. “Like any busi- 
ness, personnel costs 
especially health care 
and pharmacy as well 
as salaries continue to 
increase. In addition, the 
museum is planning to 
upgrade certain exhibits 
and continue to provide 
education initiatives.”

I'll never forget finding my first gray hair at the tender age of 25. As soon as I saw 


the wiry, stubby little thing, I plucked it from my head and stared at it in disbelief. 


I even held it up to the light to make sure it wasn’t just a lighter hair mixed in with 


my chestnut-colored mane. There was no mistake about it: The pure white tendril 


was mine. 


Since then, I’ve watched many more white 
hairs emerge from my roots. I don’t pluck 
them as much as I used to, and I’ve learned to 
live with them, but I’d be lying if I said I was 
totally at peace with it. 

So why do some people go gray in their 20s, 
and what are your options if it happens to 
you? I consulted haircare experts for answers. 

The first thing you should know about 
grays is that they’re probably not a result of 
your 70-hour workweek. 

“Graying is a function of genetics, not 
stress,” said dermatologist Dr. Victoria Barbo- 
sa, founder of Millennium Park Dermatology 
and a clinical assistant professor in the Rush 
University Department of Dermatology. “As 
we get older, the melanocytes [pigment-pro- 


ducing cells} in our follicles gradually die and 
are no longer replaced, so there are no cells 
left to produce melanin, the pigment that 
gives the hair color.” 

Although most people don’t develop gray 
hairs until their 30s or 40s, it’s not uncommon 
for 20-somethings to start the process early— 
especially if it’s in their genes. 

“If your mom or dad or someone else in 
your family started graying in their 20s, then 
you might be more likely to start graying early 
also,” Barbosa explained. 

But in a world where granny hair is a trend 
(no, really), premature graying doesn’t have to 
be the end of the world. 

“When it comes to gray hair, the cool thing 
is everything is kind of OK right now,” said 


Patrick Lewis, owner and head stylist at Edit 
Salon in West Town. “You can go gray and it’s 
completely cool.” 

More good news: There are a lot of options 
when it comes to dealing with those pesky 
white hairs. Tina Deeke, stylist and color spe- 
cialist at Maxine Salon in Near North, said 
most clients who are interested in coloring 
their hair do one of three things: highlights, 
lowlights or demi-permanent color. 

“If you’re not coloring at all, you can do 
highlights,” Deeke said. “When you add a 
lighter tone, the white hair looks like it blends 
into it. It creates a diffusion of color. If you’re 
already doing highlights, you could do low- 
lights to blend the gray down just so it doesn’t 
look white anymore.” 

When highlights and lowlights don’t cut it, 
all-over color is an option. Demi-permanent 
color is the sweet spot between semi-perma- 
nent and permanent hair color. It’s all-over 
color that can blend grays, enhance your natu- 
ral tone and add shine. 

Of course, when grays pop up, it can be 
tempting to run to the drugstore and grab a 
box dye ora root touch-up kit, but Deeke said 
those can create bigger problems.

“The box color is more of a permanent col- 
or, so you could create another grow-out situa- 
tion,” she explained. “Sometimes if you put the 
box color on [grays], it can create a line because 
your natural color gets altered as well. When it 
grows out, you see not only the white hairs, 
but also something going on with your natural 
color versus the color of the box product.” 

Those looking for a super-quick fix are 
better off buying a colored hair powder that 
washes out in the shower. “It’s almost like an 
eyeshadow,” Deeke said. “It’s great to just dif- 
fuse the white you're seeing.” 

So what about plucking those grays out at 
first sight? The experts agree that pulling a 
few here and there won't do major damage to 
your locks, but ripping the same hairs again 
and again can hurt you in the long run. 

“Plucking hairs can cause damage to the 
hair follicles,” Barbosa said. “Repeated trauma 
to the follicles can damage them to the point 
that no hair will grow from that follicle.” 

Oh, and what about that old wives’ tale that 
plucking one gray causes two more to grow in 
its place? “This is just a common myth,” Bar- 
bosa said.

Homeslice Wheel House in Lincoln Park doesn’t skimp when it comes to pizza. The restaurant and 
bar offers a bounty of thin-crust pies, plus calzones, salads and starters such as oven-roasted garlic 
bread. And if it’s a meat-free pizza you want, the Zephy ($11 for a small, $23 for a medium, $32 for 

a large) is the pie to beat. Loaded with juicy portobello mushrooms, peppery sun-dried tomatoes 
and three cheeses—crumbled goat cheese, mozzarella and provolone—that bubble over a creamy 
spinach and ricotta sauce and a crispy yet pillowy crust, the Zephy packs a medley of flavor into 
every bite. For the wheat-averse, small pies can be made gluten-free ($3 extra). All of Homeslice’s 
pizzas are named after friends or people who have played a significant role in the owners lives, 
co-owner Clay Hamilton said. The Zephy is named after the daughter of one of Hamilton’s friends, 
whom he said was “too adorable to leave off the menu.” 


Pisco sours ($8 each) 

at Rogers Park Social

For a well-crafted pisco sour—the classic 
South American cocktail spotlighting 
pisco, a brandy produced in Chile and 
Peru—look no farther than Rogers Park 
Social. The community bar and lounge is 
known for its cocktails, such as the Berry 
Necessary with muddled seasonal berries 
and the Rogers Park Palmer with house- 
made hibiscus iced tea. But RPS’ classic 
pisco sour ($8), shaken with egg white, 
housemade simple syrup and freshly 
squeezed lemon juice, is an off-menu 
libation that merits star billing. “We use a 
Chilean pisco called Pisco Control,” manager Wally Andersen said. “Chilean pisco is distilled from 
fully mature wine, as opposed to Peruvian pisco, which is distilled from a young wine.” That creates 
a rich base for the drink; a dash of Angostura bitters “adds an extra layer of flavor,” Andersen said. 
Tart, frothy and just a teensy bit sweet, this pisco sour tingles the taste buds from first sip to last, 
with a creamy, bitter-dashed head as the palatable high point. And there’s more where that came 
from. “One of the reasons | enjoy pisco sours is that they’re delightful in their classic form but can 
also be tweaked to add different flavor variations,” Andersen said. The bar’s Spicy Ginger Pisco 
Sour is made with ginger beer syrup; the Blackberry Pisco Sour has fresh muddled blackberries 
and Edmond Briottet Creme de Mure, which Andersen describes as a “lovely French blackberry 
liqueur.” Like the classic, these two pisco sours are $8 each and currently off-list, so make sure to 
ask (and tip) your bartender for one or all. -LEAH PICKETT, CHICAGO TRIBUNE
